chester Guardian. It was, in 
fact, fhe recognition by business 
men and bankers that there was 
little safe employment for more 
investment capital either at 
home or abroad. that furnished 
the means and the temptation 
to the orgy of speculation in 
America in 1929. With a sure- 
ness of touch Sir Arthur traces 
the interactions of the financial 
and ‘the industrial factors in the 
world depression. In discussing 
the causation of the fall of 
prices he réfuses to commit him- 
self lo the claims of the mone- 
tary schools that scarcity or even 
maldisfribution of gold bears 
the ultimate reaponsibility for 
the fall, though they, are contri- 
butory causes,‘ The growing in- 
stability alike of productive pro- 
cesses and_of standards of con- 
sumption must be taken into ac- 
count as disturbing elements in 
any business forcast. 

Influences to Be Considered. 

But, apart from such ‘general 
considerations, there are the 
special impacts of the post-war 
economic situation, especially 
the influence of reparations and 
war debts, to be taken into ac- 
count. The'effect of the falling 
price level in enhancing the bur- 
dens of these obligations is, how- 
ever, only the worst aspect of a 
general injury to the distribution 
of income in favour of the cre- 
ditor nations and the creditor 
classes within each nation. The 
falling profits and the growing 
unemployment, due to the fall of 
prices, have had fatal results in 
stopping the flow of capital into 
the needy countries of Europe, 
checking internatjonal trade by 
tariffs and “exchange embargoes, 
and so @riving.every country into 
a paralytic economic nationalism 
which threatens to destroy the 
very foundations of internation- 
alism. But important as is the 
masterly diagnosis of the dis- 
ease, readers will turn with most 
avidity to the prescription ‘for 
recovery atid the regiment for 
“A New, World Order” present- 
ed by the author.in his conclud- 
ing chapter. : “ 

A “New World Order.” 

A sound world monetary sys- 
tem is a prime desideratum.

4 Years Sleep for Fish-- + - 

A fish which has been asleep for 
nearly four years, waiting for the 
rain which never comes, is being 
studied by New York scientists in 
connection with their researches. 

The fish is a “lung” fish, one of 
20 brought . from Africa by Dr. 
Homer W. Smith, of New York 
University. . It has lungs in addi- 
tion to gills, and a heart and cireula- 
tion adapted to the double respira- 
tion of air and water. 

During the annual dry season in 
the tropics the fish are left high and 
dry In the mud when the water re- 
cedes , and there they stay, encased 
In mud, until released by the rain. 
The fish gradually reach a state of 
suspended animation.

Known na the “King of Hunga- 
rian burglars,” Styphen Timar has 
just made his 21st escaps from 
prison. He has escaped from the 
Sopronkohid gaol after two ond a 
half years’ confinement. . 

‘Timar, who is 34, has never com- 
pleted a prison sentence. Even 
when he was placed in a military 
prison, following charges of theft 
after enlisting In the army; he es- 
enped after a fow days by making 
a hole in the wall.

“At a settlement of the Cacique and Machiameque 
tribes of Indians ] saw a white man, He was heavy-set, of 
tall stature, had white hair and beard, and was apparently 


about 66. 


“He did not approach me, although he scrutinised me 
closcly. I asked him if he spoke Portuguese and he an- 
swered falteringly with the one word ‘Englishman.’ ” 

Further attempt at conversation was interrupted by 


a Cacique Indian. 


Mr. Rattin’s curiosity was aroused. 


He ‘remained in 


the settlement from October 17 to October 28, when he 
finally found an opportunity again to talk. with the captive.

“He told me he was the long-disappeared Fawcett. He 
asked me to:;communicate with any British Consulate, and 


to communicate with a ‘farmer man’ named Paget.” 
The encampment, where Mr. Rattin found the white 


man, is about six weeks’ journey from Sao Paulo, West of 
the Zingu River and East of the Madciro River. 
Mr. Rattin has been a hunter and trapper in Brazil 


for-14 years. He is staying 


at the disposal of the British Consul, ‘Mr. 


in Sno Paulo to hold himself 
Arthur Abbott, 


who said he was ‘convinced that Mr. Rattin’s story was true. 
Commander G. M. Dyott led an expedition in search of 


Colonel Fawectt in 1928, He 


returned with evidence which 


led to the belief that Colonel Fawcett and his party had 


been murdered by Indians. 


‘Commander Dyott has declared himself ready to lead 


another expedition. 


_ Letters and dispatches written 
by Colonel P. H. Fawcett late in 
May, 1925, just before he vanish- 
ed Into the threatening wilds of 
Matto Grosso, related his party's 
progress up to then and express- 
ed confidence regarding the out- 
come of the expedition. 
Trouble With Indians. 

“Do not count upon any more 
dispatches until. we return’ to 
civilisation,” wrote the English ex- 
plorer, who has now been missing 
for seven years. “It may be pod- 
sible, but trouble with the Indians 
makes it precarious, A few days 
before this Colonel Faweett had 
written: “In the fullness of time 
we shalj have the story of the cen- 
tury.” 

Still Alive. 

Extracts from these letters and 
dispatches, prepared by 
Fawcett 
Newspaper Alliance, are of renew- 


Jed interest now, because of the re- 
‘leently revived report that the ex- 


plorer is still alive, a captive in 
the hands of Indians, The report 
was. brought to Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
by Stephan Rattin, a Swiss trapper 
and hunter. He says ho talked 
with a mysterious, white-bearded 
Englishman in an Indian village in 
the state of Matto Grosso, and he 
fa convinced this man was Colonel 
Faweett, Rattin Is at the head of 
an expedition which is’ now mak- 
ing its way back to this village. 
Accompanied by Son,” 


Colonel ‘Fawcett was Aeeompall 
ed-into the Brazilian jungle by hia 
son, Jack Fawcett, by another 
young man, Raleigh, Rimell of Los 
Angeles, and by native bearers. 
The objects of the ‘expedition were 
these: to explore an ancient city 
in the Brazilian interlor believed 
to contain majestic architectural 
remains; to explor other ancient 


Jeities; to gather final and convinc- 


{ng proof that'South America was 
the eradlo of- civilisation; to make 
researches among tribes ruled by 
womon,, proving that tha Amazons 
wore not u myth; to find desecnd- 
ants of a highly civilised and 
opulent race which Colonel 
Fawcett was convinced once In- 
habited this region; and to find 


Janetent mines belloved to be rich 


in gold and allver. 
Native Born. 
In one of his early dispatches 
from the relative civilisation of 


Colonel. 
for the North American: 


Matto Grosao,* Colone! dians of Matto Grosso, 


Fawcett wrote: "It must be under- 
stood that this is a highly danger- 
ous undertaking. I have here a. 
Brazilian friend brought up since 
childhood on the edge of this un- 
explored zone. To his father’s 
ranch ‘came: many ‘Indians --from 
time to time. What they told him 
long antedated my own djs- 
coveries, nnd so are of interest. 


Indian’s Strange Words. 

“We brought an Indian of the 
forests to Cuyaba and showed him 
the local churches, which are of 
some size. He said: “This is no- 
thing. In my forests are build- 
ings bigger, loftier, greater by far. 
They have doors and windows of 
stone and the inside ig lit by a 
great square crystal on a pillar 
which shines so as to dazzle the 
eyes! - 

Mysterious Ruin. 

“In the direction where my ex- 
pedition is going, the Indian said, 
fs nn ancient building round’ and 
tower-like, partly fallen down. 
From its doors and windows .there 
is always a light. What it is, thoy 
do not know, as the bad trog- 
lodytes live near it and they have 
not ventured too close. My friend 
nasures me that he and hia people 
have sat on the veranda of his 
house and Jistened to pecullar and 
inexplicable sounds which periodi- 
cally come out of this region. He 
describes them to me as the flight 
of a distant rockct . or a hissing 
shell, rising into the air and seem- 
ingly plunging to earth, ending 
with a clear ‘boom.’ 

An Ancient Ornament. 

“Bight or ten years ago a rub- 
bor gatherer obtained from a 
forest Indian an egg-shaped. rock 
erystal with a highly polished sur- 
face, In the interlor of this crys- 
tal was the picture of an Indian. 
1€ was seen by..matiy~ people here,

To Look for Gold. 

“T intend visiting this region if 
poasible, although it is not my 
main objective, but the surround- 
ing Indians are extremely difficult. 
For these people are aware of the 
| lust for gold) and’ what it may 
‘mean for their existence. To look 
tfor gold is fatal—and probably 
levery expedition has not failed to 
}do 80.” : 

In one of the Just letters receiv. 
ed from Colonel Fawcett, written 
May 19, 1925, at Bakuiri, Matto 
Grosso, the explorer anid all in the 
expedition were well but Rimell. 

Travelling Difficulties, 

“Rimell,” he wrote, “is the weak 
link, if any. He suffered a sharp 
attack of Jaundice and later from 
a poisoned foot.” It may have 
been Colonel Fawcett the trapper, 
Rattin, saw, but there was no sign 
of Rimell or the Colonel's son. In 
the same letter, Colonel Fawcett 
wrote: “My two peons are virtual- 
ly useless. 
terrified both of jaguars and sav- 
ages, and I know 1 shall never get 
him beyond five days from here, 
If we meet a few before that, I 
do not know what will happen.” 

Fawcett’s Consideration, 

In another letter Colonel 
Faweett said: “If I remain vague 
as to our actual position it is be- 


and 


‘[cause I do not want to encourage 


ill-considered expeditions before 
we have paved the way and returo- 
ed.” They might complicate our 
return, and would most assuredly 
court destruction.” 

: His Last Letter. 

In the final letter received from: 
Colonel Fawcett; dated May 30, 
1925, he wrote: ‘We are now eight 
days beyond civilisation’s farthest 
outpost, In the midst of the ui- 
known und unexplored wilds of 
Matto Groxuso, To send this letter 
costs Infinite effort, for this region 
{a a land of bugs. -The. slightest 
physical effort seema to be a chal- 
Tenge to insect enemies, and it has 
proved incredibly difficult to write. 
Our two guides go back from here. 
They ore more and more nervous 
as we push farther into the Indian 
country.” : 

In the Unknown. 

“Al) our animals survive. Seven 
or eight will go on with us, ‘ the 
rest will go back: to Cuyaba with 
the guides. We have picked the 
best of the animals for our push 
into the jungle. We shall not get 
into interesting country for an- 
other two wecks. After that we 
shall be ‘among Indians, with all 
the adventures which that implics. 
It ia dificult to enter and to penc- 
trate. I shall continue to prepare 
dispatches’ from time to time, in 
the hope of being able to get them 
out eventually through some 
friendly tribe. But I doubt if this 
will be possible.” . 

And since then nothing has been 
heard. from Colonel Fawcett.

panic, in many quarters. The passing of M. Doumer has cast a 
gloom over the world and has added much to the general apprehen- 
sion. Following so quickly on the bombing outrage at Shanghai 
last week, when five Japanese civil and military leaders were 
seriously injured, one fatally, the French tragedy is all the more 
poignant. It will be recalled that ‘two of Japan’s outstanding 
figures, Baron Dan and Mr. Inouye, fell victims to the murderous 
hands of assassins only a few weeks ago, while several attempts 
have been made against the lives of prominent world leaders. Men 
such. as Il. Duce. and. ex-King.. Alfonso. seem :.impervious ...to 
personal. attacks, but the mere fact: that they have been. the target 
of assassins on innumerable occasions indicates the peril in which 
diplomats and rulers exist. Suicides, come into a different category, 
but the Kreuger and Eastman tragedies in March are not al- 
together dissociated with the matter in issue. - History reveals 
many murders of outstanding men, from Julius Caesar onwards, 
but it is doubtful whether there has ever been such an episode of 
attempts at the lives of world leaders as during the present time. 
In times of trouble and depression happenings of this nature be- 
come more frequent but the tremendous increase of prominent 
murders of late is causing real alarm and the problem is one that 
is perplexing the police of all countries. Premier Inoukai, of Japan, 


always wears a steel vest when he appears in public and many}. 


other politicians are accompanied by large bodyguards, But no mat- 
ter what precautions are taken, the distinguished personage, by 
reason of the public nature of his duties, is exposed to constant 
danger from any fanatic. Britain and the United States are the 
only countries where nationa] leaders are more or less free from 
this ‘menace, and in America they have adopted an alternative, 
namely, kidnapping. It is disturbing to reflect that the most valu- 
able members of a nation.aro likely to be removed from their spheres 
of useful and valuable activity through the dastardly act of some 
depraved, fanatic or hired killer, but the situation exists and is 
likely to continuc to exist. The main remedy is. the application of 
swift retribution to the despicable perpetrators of the outrages and 
the deterrent of summary and merciless justice would act asa cau- 
tion to those peculiar individuals who seek to gain noforiety by 
attacks on noted people. : : 

M. Doumer was not ag well-known to the world at large as his 
position as first citizen of France warranted. This is not so much a 
reflection on the man himself as an indication of ‘his quiet and re- 
tiring personality. He was a stately rather than a romantic figure, 


a scholar rather than a publicity-hunter, an adviser rather than a]. 


lender. His political life, in which his financial ability gained him 
notice, was marked by few incidents of a spectagular nature, and 
in succeeding in avoiding the more sordid side of politics he miss- 
ed the spotlight of unpleasant publicity. He was a’ patriot and a 
zealous stateaman whose carcer was marked by the performance 
of many solid and valuable achievements, his period of service in 
Indo-China being particitlarly distinguished. During the war he 
was a member of the War Council of France, but while he-was sub- 
sequently an influential diplomat his nomination for the Pre- 
sidency. occasioned. quite considerable surprise and he was given 
little prospect of victory. against his opponent, the late Aristide 
Briand, one of the greatest of French leaders, However, the con- 
trast of the dominant Briand to the dignified and restrained Doumer 
acted in the latter’s favour and he was further aided by the reaction 
against Briand's audacious foreign policy. : ae

Noise and Fuel Consumption. 

It is generally supposed that 
supercharging means more nolse 
und fewer miles to the gallon, As 
for noise, :I1 nm assured that there 
is no reason at all why a super- 
charged engine tannot be made as 
silent as one unsupercharged. At 
high speeds more petrol ig consum- 
ed, but up to forty miles 
an hour with a car of six 
or more cylinders {it is claimed 
that the fuel consumption is ac- 
tually lower because the mixture is 
more evenly distributed and the 
pistons are always under pressure 
on the down stroke, 8o that the same 
speed is got with a smaller throttle 
opening, while the engine runs more 
sweetly and evenly, 

The drawbacks .of the super- 
charger are ‘that it adds at present 
roughly £100 to-the cost of a car, 
and that, because of its welght and 
added stresses, it imposes on the 
chassis, certain parts of the frame 
and transmission may need to be 
strengthened, 

For the present a ‘supercharger 
or “blower,” as they call it, is not 
an accessory you can have added to 
your car like a special pair of head- 
amps. But as the knowledge 
spreads that this is one way, {f not 
the only way, of getting more power 
from the same sized engine, enter- 
prising manufacturers will design 
their cara so that supercharging 
will be an optional extra, and pos- 
sibly standard practice for many 
types.

than his tyres may be for- 
given for an inclination to 
revile the manufacturers. = If 
he is a motorist of: con- 
siderable experience he may think 
that the art of making cars has not 
kept pace with that of tyre produc- 
tion. As many owners know to 
their cost, we have gone through o 
perfod of rapid cylinder wear with 
populur makes of car, which we 
hope will never recur, We hnvo 
been inundated with complaints re- 
ferring to cars a few years old. 
Some there are who hold that one 
rengon was the use of unsuitable 
castings which were unable to with- 
stand the higher engine specds now 
obtained, a point which, at any 
rate, we are. assured: has been 
remedied. Others lay the blame 
upon the carelessness of: the. user 
who docs not appreciate that the 
modern engine is a piece of machi- 
mary worthy of more than ordinary 
care. We should attribute rapid 
cylinder wear to a number of causes 
rather than to any particular one. 
Here are a few points for_con- 
sideration. Co-incident with this 
trouble is the employment: of alumi- 
nium platons, which, in turn, havo 
enabled a greatly increased © power 
output to be obtained, coupled with 
higher engine speeds. Much of tho 
incrensed wear of cylinders may be 
duc to the use of a softer piston 
metal (compared with cast jron), in 
which hard particles of abrasive 
material may become embedded, 
with a consequent lapping action 
upon the cylinder walls, Our en- 
zines have become smaller in size, 
for «given task, and cruising speeds 
have gone up: the amount of full- 
throttle running has thereby in- 
creused, 30 adding to the load on the 
pistons and raising the working 
temperatures, Again, stranglers 
have come into common use to give 
i rich starting mixture, the effect 
of which is to wash the cylinder 
walla before the oil circulates. 
The Need for Research. 
Notwithstanding the disudvant-

operate, there is abundant evidence - 
that, with careful use, such as, it 
iq admitted, was not so essential in 
tho days of cast-iron pistons anu.

It js im- 
portant to remember that when two 
metal surfaces ‘are in rub- 
bing contact at high speed 
weir is bound to occur, and 
the only way to minimize 
tliat wear iy to septrate the surfaces 
by a film of oil, Thus, the ofl must 
be glyen time to circulate before 
these surfaces are moving over 
each other at any specd. Ono of 
the virtues of upper cylinder lubri- 
cation should be apparent in this 
respect, while alr cleaners and oll 
strainers also seem to be desirable 
requirements in modern high-speed 
Nght-welght engines. It ‘should 
also be mentloned that liners would 
provide harder bores of a uniform, 
thickness less subject to distortion 
when heated. 

Unfortunately, this is a sub- 
ject Jn which there has been 
far too little research, Car 
design has progressed = great- 
ly in the past ten years, but 
not always in the direction of pro-° 
viding durability commenaurate 
with the greater power output and 
higher speeds available which are 
placed in the hands ,of those who.

- Considerable im- 
provement hag now been effected. 
Given reasonable care in use, rapid

We who enjoy the benefits of rub- 
ber in its many forms so vitally 
linked, with modern life, may find 
it very intoresting to go back to 
the crude beginnings to sce how 
this remarkable material, from the 
laboratory of Nature, first camo to 
the attention of the white man. 

The story has been told many 
times that Columbus found rubber 
on the Island of Haiti on the oc- 
easion of his second voynge to 
America, but this Btory: is open to 
some question. It is certain, 
however, that Spanish explorers 
found it In Mexico about the year 
1621. They snw it used by the 
native Indians in various ways and 
they saw it obtained as a milky 
substance which flowed fram a 
most remarkable tree when the bark 
was cut. They found a romantic 
appeal even in its native | name— 
cnoutchoue—which meant “weep- 
jag tree’ and shies was the Indian 
way of expressing the fantasy that 
the trees wept when they wero 
tapped. 

But the thing which startled and 
fascinated those Spanish explorers 
was the fact that the native Indians 
;made bouncing balls of — this 
material... White men had never 
before seen n solid substance that 
would bound .awas from another 
solid material when thrown against 
it, They saw the Indians playing 
games with those bouncing balls. 
Their favourite seemed to be one 
in which the more active and agile 
natives would gather In a big stone 
court, and bump ‘the rubber ball 
around with their elbows and knecs 
and shoulders. . The idea of this

These are some of the probabili- 
ties appearing through the haze of 
committee hearings and bill draft- 
ing in Washington.

Two measures relating 
to the systém are pending before 
Congress, the Post-office Depart- 
ment appropriation bill and a bill 
requiring that all air-mail con- 
tracts be let after competitive 
bidding. .

It is truce that the rubber found 
in Mexico and other nearby coun- 
tries was of inferior quality and 
that the best rubber grew in the 
jungles of Brazil, but the discovery 
of ita use by the natives of Mexi- 
to firat brought it to the attention 
of the civilised ‘nations. 

More than four hundred years 
have passed since the Spanish ex- 
plorers brought back word, of this 
strange substance, In the three 
centuries that followed, very little 
was done with it until, in 1839, 
the process of yvuleanisation was 
discovered, by which sulphur is 
combined with rubber under heat 
and pressure. This ‘was the start 
of the great rubber era, because 
without vulenniantion the rubber 
would become soft and sticky in 
the heat of Summer and stiff and 
brittle in cold weather,

Work was started early in 
4929 In what was. then’ marsh-) 
land. Fourteen ‘thousand piles 
were driven into the earth. Beds 
of concrete began to grow up on 
top of them and soon there was 
an expance of concrete floor 
space stretching away as far as 
the eye could see. Where cattle 
had tormérly grazed, a 28-acre 
concrete floor was shaped. 

The fuctory, when completed, | 
will bo the largest single auto- 
mobile plant in Europe and will 
have a capacity of 200,000 cars a 
year with the possibility of giv- 
ing regular employment to 16,000 
men. The entire, plant from 
Manchester has already been; 
moved down, together with a, 
large percentage of workers em- 


ployed there. 


It is the only plant in the 
south of England to have its own 
blast furnaces. The company 
plans to produce pig iron at the 
rate of 500 tons a day, In its 
coke ovens 800 tons of coal will 
be turned into coke every. 24 
hours. Everything needed for 
Ford cars will be manufactured. 

Each of the enormous sheds 
has been laid with wood block 
flooring, divided by railrond sid- 
ings. Some end in the. build- 
ings; others carry on around 
the opposite side of the building, 
and link up with the main line 
system

frontage and jetty, approachable 
by vessels at all stages of the]? 
‘tide. ‘Ocean-going vessels will
